NOTE: The proposed amendment will not be entered at this stage of prosecution because the new combination of 
limitations on the external additive and the new change ratio were not previously presented in a single claim. See proposed claims 1 an 
9, Further, new consideration is required for an inorganic additive having the noted mean particle diameter in proposed claims 1 and 9 
because this limitaton was not previously considered. In claims 2 and 10, the newly proposed combination of limitations for inorganic 
particles requires new consideration and search because these particles were not previously specified as inorganic.
